UN/TED STATES ASKED TO 


EXPLAIN ACTION OF CONSUL 


Russian Control of Manchuria Is Disputed 


ST. PETERSBURG, March 31.— 
The Russian government Is disturbed 
by the attitude assumed by Fred D 
Fisher, the American consul at Harbin, 
In the matter of recognizing the juris- 
diction at Russia in Manchuria. Mr 
Fisher Insists that Chinese sovereignty 
In Manchuria is supreme and, further- 
more, he has supported the protests 
of China against the establishment 
by Russia of municipalities in the 
railroad zone at Harbin and Challer, 
independent of the Chinese govern- 
ment, and his attitude In this Russo- 
Chinese difficulty has prompted Russia 
to seek: an explanation of his course, 
both at the American embassy here 
and in Washington. 
Mr. Fisher Is accredited to China 


and since his arrival in Harbin in 
January, 1907, he has consistently re- 
fused to recognize or admit that he 
should have anything to do with the 
Russian administration of the terri- 
tory. He has been firm in his assump- 
tion that he was accredited solely to 
China and he has declined to act on 


the suggestion conveyed to him by an 
official of the Russian railroad admin- 
istration that he should secure the 
permission of General Horvath, the 
Russian governor of Harbin, before 
opening his consulate or raising the 
American flag over the building. 


Under the treaty of 1896 Russia 


claims exclusive control over the rail- 
road pone in Manchuria, as well as the 
right to organize independent self- 
governing municipalities 
The Taotai 


o£ Harbin protested against this to 
the Russian governor and to the con- 
suls of the United States and Japan 
The Japanese, who are now co-op- 
erating In the friendliest manner with 
the Russians in Manchuria, rejected 
this protest, but Mr. Fisher supported 
it.The foreign office hero expresses the 
belief that it would be decidedly to 
the interest of the United States to 
recognize the Russian administration 
of Manchuria Inasmuch as foreign 
residents share in the provisions of 
this administration.

a proposal which has been made by the 
People's Water Cornpanj relative to the 
fixing of permanent valuation of 
the 


water company's plant in this county. 


The postponement was granted 
last 


night at the request of City Attorney Mc- 
EIroy through Councilman Pendleton, as 
he wishes time to determine the legality 
of the proposition made by tho water 
company. 
The proposal embodies the 


abandonment of all suits brought by the 
company mainly in the form of injunc- 
tions against valuations set by the City 
Council In former years and the subse- 
quent fixing of water rates 
In these 


Injunction suits, all of old standing, it is 
contended that the value of the com- 
pany's plant Is more than the amount 
established by the - Council 
and 
that 


there the rate fixed in those years was 
lower than the percentage allowed by 
State law tax, which is six per cent in- 
terest on the valuation of the plant plus 
the running expenses. 


At no previous time has the company 


ever agreed to a stated valuation of the 
plant and the present proposal of the 
water company, if found legal and ac- 
cepted, will solve the problem of rates 
and do away with future litigation 
It 


is admitted by the members of the Coun- 
cil that the proposition Is of great im- 
portance to the city and that In future, 
if the proposition meets with favor, the 
matter of fixing the rates will be a sim- 
ple matter, the improvements of the com- 
pany of each year to be added to the 
fixed valuation of the plant at this time 
and the rates made in accordance with 
the laws and the findings of the Council.

Langdon's One Hundred and 
Twenty Thousand Dollars. 


Langdon asks for an appropriation of $120,000 under Section 


4307, Subdivision 2, of the Political Code. 


That provision declares that, among others, the following, are 


county charges: 


* * * * » "2. The traveling and other personal expenses 
of the District Attorney, incurred in criminal cases arising 
in the county, and in civil actions and proceedings in which 
the county is interested, and all other expenses necessarily 
incurred f>y him in the detection of crime and prosecution of 


, 
criminal cases, and in civil actions and proceedings and all 
ether matters in which the county is interested." 
All that this provision means is that these charges can be paid 


9a.t of county funds; the use of county funds for such purposes is 
not unlawful. 


In the San Francisco charter, however, the Supervisors, between 


Ifee first Monday of May and the first Monday of June, make a budget 
lor the next ensuing fiscal year, which commences July 1. 


The budget is prepared in detail and each item is specified with 


the amount appropriated to that item for expenditure in the next 
fiscal year. 


There was, we think, no appropriation made in the last budget 


out of which the $120,000 can come. If the $120,000 is appropriated, 
it must be for expenditure after July 1 next. 


.What is this $120,000 to be used for? 
L Not for the salaries of judges, because they are elsewhere 


provided for.

2. Not for stenographers'-fees, because they are elsewhere pro- 


Tided for. 


3. Not for the salaries of the District Attorney and his assist- 


ants, because they are elsewhere provided for. 


4. Not for the per diem of jurors, because that Is elsewhere pro- 


Tided for. 


5. Not for the subpoening of witnesses and the like, because 


ths sheriff's office and the police force can do that. 


6. Not for the rent of a courtroom, because that is elsewhere 


provided for. 


7. Not for the expenses of the grand jury, because that is else- 


where provided for. 


The foregoing are .the only KNOWN and USUAL expendi- 


tures in connection with the trial of criminal cases. 


What, therefore, is to be done with the $120,000? 
Is it to be given to Rudolph Spreckels for an option on the fight? 
There a:e two misstatements in Mr. Langdon's communication: 
First, ho says that the Supervisors have heretofore refused to 


appropriate T.oney for the graft prosecutions. 


March IS, 1907 (more than a year ago) he obtained control of 


the Board rf Supervisors and ran that body under the Big Stick. 
\\hile the board was run by the Big Stick it passed the last budget in 
May or June, 1907. Therefore, it is not true that the big stick board 
refused to make the appropriation. But if it did refuse, then it did so 
under orders from Langdon. 


It was July 8, 1907, that Schmitz was sentenced. In that month 


Spreckels and Langdon choose Taylor for mayor, and he chose the 
Supervisors. Those Supervisors were not applied to during the re- 
mainder of their term, which ended January 8, 1908, to make this ap- 
propriation. Therefore, they did not refuse. 


The second misstatement made by Langdon is that the District 


Attorney believes that the public should pay, these expenses.

never has believed it before, which is implied by his letter, because he 
had the power to procure the Big Stick Supervisors to appropriate the

vHypocrisy No Excuse for Infamy. 


X 
There can be no honest administration of justice, or assurance 


of justice itself, unless judicial process is conducted fairly, honestly 
and in accordance not only with the statutes aand the precedents 
laid down by courts and commentators, but with the principles of 
equity and fairness. Subterfuge, trickery, sharp practice, irregular 
method, uniair dealing and departure from the paths prescribed by| 
legislatures and the experience of the ages are not only contrary to1 


the fundamental principles of justice, but are degrading to the courts 
and a reproach to those who engage in them. 


When properly administered, the cause of justice requires no 


apologies; it demands no extenuation; its ministers have no need 
to justify their acts by appeals to popular prejudice and by sophis- 
tical arguments that the law is inadequate to the situation and that 
the end justifies the means. Bad acts are not justified by good 
motives; and it frequently happens that the claim of virtuous intent 
is merely a hypocritical pretense to excuse the employment of crim- 
inal agencits and devices to attain a wrongful and nefarious end. 


Once upon a time pestilence was sent into cities, wells poisoned 


and women and children outraged and slaughtered under pretense 
that such atrocities were necessary to vindicate the glory of God 
and to advance the cause of true religion. A few holy men with 
judgments warped by fanaticism and prejudice and a mighty throng 
of ruffians and freebooters, canting knaves and ribald campfollowers 
cried that the righteous purposes of the Lord were being served. 
For centur es that black page in history has been read with horror 
and amazement by all mankind, and with wonder that any person 
not wholly abandoned to hist and cruelty could have sanctioned 
deeds so hideous let alone rejoice in them as beneficent in the sight 
of God. 


We have in San Francisco today, in a mild way, a situation 


analogous to that of Provence in the fourteenth century. A move- 
ment ostensibly to extirpate poltticil corruption and restore honesty 
and purity to the local government s proceeding in defiance of every 
principle V truth and justice. It is destroying the right of fair trial 
before impartial judges and juries; it is.denying accused persons 
their statutory rights: it is resorting to trickery, fraud, deceit, and 
perjury even, to convict those its self-appointed leader has selected 
for destru-tion; it has condoned the foulest of civic crimes and 
pardoned i gan^ oi self-confessed criminals as the price of testi- 
mony against the victims marked or immolation. 


Simon De Montfort collected all the criminals in France, Ger- 


many, England and Italy to aid him in stamping out heresy in 
Lanq'uedoc. 


Sor*cke:s has called to his aid in San Francisco spies, thieves, 


pros-.itutes bagnio-keepers, political banditti, in his 
pretended 


cruaade for civic rigfiteousness. In the ranks are suborners of per- 
jury, jury fixers, public plunderers and blackmailers. There are a 
few godly men, and a great gang of smug hypocrites.- Behind' is 


the multitude that Spreckels is trying to deceive and betray. Un- 
like De Montfort, Spreckels is not a fanatic. His forces are not led 
by sincere, enthusiasts, but by professional -crooks of evil reputa- 
tion who have reduced the art of poisoning the fountains of justice 
to a science. Professing to be lawyers they say "to hell with the 
law!" when it stands in their way. When they cannot control a judge 
and make him a party to their methods and designs thetf denounce 
him as corrupt Every newspaper that prints the truth about them 
or criticises their methods is declared to be under subsidy from 
criminals. They proclaim that the courts should sanction their un- 
lawful practices on the ground that they are prompted by good 
motives. 


The District Attorney takes his orders from a private individual 


and permits the powers of his office to be exercised and prostituted 
by Spreckels' hired man whose record reeks with infamy in many 
forms, from cowardly assassination to tampering with juries. Judges 
are ordered to render obedience to the man who has assumed control 
of the District Attorney's office, and to take the law, not from the 
statute books and the precedents established by great tribunals 
throughout the English-speaking world, but from the mercenary 
shysters who are following a piratical flag .falsely labeled the ban- 
ner of reform. 


The guilt or innocence of anybody has ceased to be a question 


to be decided in the regular way by the ordinary processes of law. 
Has Rudolph Spreckels decided whether a man shall go free or be 
convicted? That is the only criterion by which anything or any- 
body is judged in San Francisco today. Spreckels lets the con- 
fessedly guilty go free in defiance of law and decency. He announces 
his intention to send others to prison in equal defiance of law and 
decency. It is not a question of guilt or innocence, but of the favor 
or enmity of Spreckels. _ The law be d—d is the motto of Spreckels, 
Heney and Burns. Truth and right be d—d, they exclaim. But 
they pretend righteous motives to the public and call on the name of 
justice while strangling it. 


In their hands the law is not an instrumentality for ascertaining 


the truth and vindicating the right, but of suppressing the truth, 
promoting the sinister designs and wreaking the revenges of a 
coarse-grained predatory "millionaire. It has been torn away from 
its standards and moorings, also from its proper custody, and almost 
wrenched from the jurisdistion of the higher tribunals of the State. 
The drawing of juries is a farce; the proceedings in court are parti- 
san and collusive; the rules of evidence perverted and the testimony 
itself tainted and procured by a variety of questionable means rang- 
ing from intimidation "to downright purchase. 


That is the situation at present in San Francisco. It is a situa- 


tion that calls for prompt and drastic treatment if a condition ap- 
proaching anarchy is not to ensue in the administration of law. The 
first duty of the people of San Francisco is to rescue the courts and 
the District Attorney's office from the unscrupulous, mercenary 
and malignant hands into which they have fallen. Morality cannot 
go hand in hand with infamy and injustice, and the right of fair trial 
cannot be denied, to a villain even, without corrupting and perverting 
justice in its temples.

MEETS SMALL SUCCESS 


WASHINGTON'. — Consul William 


Bardei, of Hamburg, advises the State 
Department that about forty artificial 
preclou.M stonps were recently submit- 
ted to the Museum of Natural History 
at 
Berlin 
by an association which 


claimed to have made these stones, 
based on the process which recently 
created so much attention. 


Several 
official 
experts, 
smonjr 
whom 
was 
the 
professor 
having 


knowledge of gems in the museum ( 
natural history, two practical expert: 
and the chief master of the gold and 
silver smiths' guild of Germany, were 
requested to make a careful examina- 
tion of the merits of the "so-called" 
new discoveries. 
The report submit- 


ted by this committee of experts reads 
as follows: 


Of the variety of stones we examin- 


ed we were favorably impressed only 
by the artificial rubles. 
Among1 thesa 


were some of great beauty and worthy 
of consideration. Tho white sapphires 
were of no account at all; they ap- 
peared dull and washed out. Well Im- 
itated 
were 
the 
yellow 
precious 


stones; they really resembled the to- 
paz very closely; but this invention 
carries with 11 only very little value, 
since the real topaz is found In euch 
large quantities that they sell at from 
2 to 3 marks (17 6 to 71.4 cents a 
gramme. 
Therefore it would seem of 


little Importance to 'mitate such com- 
mon stones. 
Of all the stones we ex- 


amined, we can only call the the arti- 
ficial rubles a direct success; but tha 
imitation of this latter species of prec- 
ious stones Is no new invention. Wa 
therefore declare that there In nbthingr 
new or sensational in the claimed In- 
vention.

Mr. Fryan's opening statement that "we have met to begin the campaign of 100S and to present tho?e prin- 
ciples an.1 policies which ought to appeal to Republicans as well as to traditional Democrats" was the key--> 
note of his speech and showed the Inportant significance he and his followers attached to the meeting to- 
nljht. 
A feature of Bryan's speech was his approval of Senator 1& Follette as the Republican candidate 


for President. He said:

"The Supreme Court of the State of 


Indiana has said that the saloon was 
responsible for tiree-fburths of the crime 
committed In that State. If you place 
that status on the naloon as did the Su- 
preme Court of my State, how can you 
believe that the saloon is lawful oi1 that 
It is not subversive of public good? 


"Do not understand me as saying that 


all that the courts has said has been on 
that sides of the question. There hava 
been a great many things said on both 
sides of that case, but there must be 
some means of .leaving- the people to de- 
cide for themselves among those contra- 
dictory opinions. 


"In order to determine this we must 


consider each decision according to prin- 
ciple. 


"The Supreme Court of one State has 


decided that there was no more illegal- 
ity to a saloon than there was to an 
ice cream parlor. At another time ths 
same court said there was no more wrong 
in drinking liquor than 
there 
was In 


drinking water. 
Still again tier-court 


said beer and liquor were brewed and 
distilled by God and that those liquors 


that a license was prohibitive. 
They 


have also held that It conferred a right 
which did not exist without It. 
Now 


how can those two propositions stand 
legally together? 


"In every State of tlia Union there Is 


a prohibitive proposition, 
but 
that Is 


gotten around by the license authorities. 
Two years ago in our county we had 
thirty-five saloons. Tonight we have one. 
Tomorrow night at 11 o'clock we will 
have none. In my State from 11 o'clock 
at night until 6 o'clock '.n the morning 
It Is Illegal 
to sell liquor.

regulate things that are lawful, but you 
cannot legally regulate that which is not 
lawful. 
Regulation and evasion are two 


different things. It Is beyond 
the au- 


thority of any council to license a. house 
of bad repute. 
Being 
Inherently Im- 


moral the Legislature lias no authority 
to license such a place. Such would not 
be regulation. 
It would be evasion. Lin- 


coln, as far back as. 1853, said that the 
saloon was a cancer, eating out the vitals 
of the people. They should not be regu- 
lated. There was only one way In which 
to regulate them and that way Is to an- j 
nlhllate them. 
A few days ago I lec- 


tured in San Jose. 
There was In front 


of me an old gray-headed man and when I 
I quoted that opinion of Lincoln that old 
man said: 'I heard him say It.'

I my town I know a man whom I have 
seen put on a wagon like a dog and 
taken to jail. 
'I cannot,' this man said 


to me, "keep away from the saloon.

up not to drink, but I can't keep away 
from the counter. 
Tnen 1 get drunk. 


Then I am put In Jail and it costs J16.S5 
to get out. 
Now If there were no sa- 


loons here I would not drink.' 
They say 


that If the saloons afe driven out it 
would hurt business. 
Now I would like 


to know how it is going to hurt my 
business/ 
I was unable to answer his 


question. 
Will Not Hurt 


"There Is'nothing in the argument that 


the saloon must be allowed for revenue 
If the saloonkeepers will pay me what 
it costs to support the pauperism and the 
misery which the saloon causes, I will 
pay twice as much into the treasury as 
the licenses produce. 


"There are places in prohibitive States 


where the prohibitive statute Js not en- 
forced but that Is due to the perfidy of 
the officers. 


"In Kansas City, Kansas, the mayor 


had stated that God .would not and men 
could not enforce the prohibitive law, 
but when another mayor was elected to 
succeed him the law was enforced in 
sixty days. 
The gambling dens were 


closed and the houses of social evil were 
driven to another State. "When we yote 
on this question from the public good we 
will solve many of these soc/al evils."

"The third plan would be to condemn 


>r appropriate, an the case might be, a 
trip at least 10 feet wide along the 
estuary, commence at the extreme east- 
Tn end of the same, and extending to a 
connection with, the east end of the gov- 
ernment training wall. 


"I would commence at the present es- 


tablished bulkhead line and confine the 
width (where valuable shore Improve- 
ments exist) to the 100 feet referred to, 
•except in cases where natural indentures 
or basins occur, in which case I would 
take advantage of the same and extend 
the process of condemnation or appro- 
priation to the true shore line or low 
water mark, with a view to the future 
Use of plerc thereon.

This plan, without any piers at all, would 
not only afford two, or possibly three 
miles of deep water dockage and a wider 
ship channel, but effectually dispose of 
sewerage by forcing it Into deep water, 
instead of allowing it to settle upon the 
exposed shore, as Is the case at present.

duced to make the change, however, I

desired Improvements, Including

slips, and. take In lieu of the $75,000, 
which the Western Pacific would pay in 
50 years, a wharf toll of five cents per 
ton on all freight.
